Muskie, McGovern in close delegate race

Muskie, a well-known neighbor 
from Maine, claimed his “ third 
victory in a row” by winning the 
New 
Hampshire 
presidential 
primary—but he fell slightly short of 
a majority in what was anticipated 
as a big win destined to propel him 
to 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination 


McGovern, 
the 
South 
Dakota 
senator 
who 
began 
his 
active 
campaign more than a year ago and 
spent much more time in New 
Hampshire than Muskie, exceeded 
by a wide margin his expectations of 
25 per cent of the vote. It was the 
kind of effort he wanted to spur his 
campaign in succeeding primaries. 
Muskie’s role as the frontrunnmg 
candidate was placed in even graver 
doubt in the balloting for New 
Hampshire’s 20 delegates to the 
Democratic convention. With fewer 
than half the precincts reporting. 
Muskie and McGovern each had 10 
delegates. The final results may not 


be known for days. 
Commenting at a news conference 
today 
on 
McGovern s 
showing. 
Muskie said, “Sen. McGovern made 
a good showing here and I should 
think that would be helpful to him 
However, Muskie said he never 
tried for a “maximum showing 
in 
New Hampshire. “ We did the best 
we could with what we had and we 
won,” said the Maine senator. 
“We didn’t have the time or the 
resources to make a maximum 
showing. I’ve got to win in the other 
primaries or 
at 
least 
make 
a 
consistent showing, 
so of what 
relevance is the percentage to m e’’” 


Muskie said. 
The cast of candidates for the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
now moves south to Florida where 
four major entrants who bypassed 
the New Hampshire primary waited 
to challenge Muskie and McGovern. 
As 
expected. 
President 
Nixon 
scored a decisive victory in the 
Republican 
prim ary—crushing 
opposition 
from 
the 
left 
and 
right—although he did not campaign 
in New Hampshire. The victory was 
hailed by GOP leaders, including 
Vice-President Spiro T. Agnew. as a 
strong 
endorsement 
of 
Nixon's 
policies and his administration. The 


President 
also 
captured 
all 
14 
delegates to August's GOP National 
Convention 
Nixon did not achieve the 79 per 
cent he scored in 1968. But four 
years ago he had only one opponent 
— George Romney — who had 
pulled out 12 days before but stayed 
on the ballot, and a write-in for New 
York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
Rep 
Paul 
N. 
McCloskey. 
a 
California liberal who campaigned 
on an antiwar platform, said he 
would pull out of the race if his final 
total dipped below 20 per cent. 
The Democratic primary ballot 
showed, with 77 per cent of the 


precincts counted: Muskie, 34,220 
votes and 48 per cent of the vote; 
McGovern, 25.682 votes and 36 per 
cent; Mayor Sam Yorty of Los 
Angeles. 4,534 votes and 6 per cent; 
Sen Vance Hartke of Indiana, 2,125 
votes and 3 per cent; Rep. Wilbur 
Mills of Arkansas, 3,208 votes and 5 
per cent, and Sen 
Edward M. 
Kennedy 
of 
Massachusetts, 
694 
votes and 1 per cent. 
The Republican ballot, with 77 per 
cent of the precincts counted showed 
Nixon. 60,352 votes and 69 per cent of 
the vote; McCloskey. 17,506 votes 
and 20 per cent, and Ashbrook, 8,363 
votes and 10 per cent

Fred H 
Bock, an engineer and member of the Lompoc Water 
Commission, today took out nominating papers in an apparent bid to 
oppose Fourth District Supervisor Francis H. Beattie in the June 
election.

Willie M Harris, a retired colonel, took out nominating papers 
yesterday. 
Only Beattie has filed. 
Bock could not be reached immediately for a statement, but he is a 
registered mechanical engineer for Johns-Manville Co., and a 
member of the Water Commission. 
Candidates have until Friday at 5 p.m. to file their papers for the 
election. 
Meanwhile there was some indication that Lompoc Attorney Gary 
Dunlap was considering jumping into the race. He told the Record last 
night that he would take out nominating papers, probably on 
Thursday, and then decide whether to file them. 
Dunlap resigned from the Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District only hours before his statement that he was considering the 
race. There was a clue, in his letter of resignation After noting that 
his main interest in serving on the water baord had been to promote 
Lompoc Project, he continued: “ I believe my efforts on this issue can 
be more effective in another capacity. I will continue to work toward 
this objective.” 
Another aspect of the supervisorial race remained clouded today. A 
ruling is awaited from Superior Court Judge Arden Jensen on a bid by 
Lompoc resident Ben L. Holstrom to enter the fourth district race 
without paying the $240 filing fee. Holstrom maintains he should not be 
required to pay the fee because he is financially unable to do so A 
decision is expected from Jensen before the Friday deadline for filing.

TWA 707 blown up 
on Las Vegas airfield

explosion heavily damaged a Trans 
World Airlines Boeing 707 today only 
10 minutes before a ground crew 
was to refuel the jetliner for takeoff 
to London The bomb was the second 
known to have been planted on a 
TWA 
aircraft 
following 
an 
extortionist’s threat to blow up four 
TWA planes. 
The 707 had arrived Tuesday night 
from 
New 
Y o r k ’s 
Kennedy 
International Airport where a Police 
Bomb 
Squad 
earlier 
Tuesday 
removed a live plastic bomb from 
another TWA jetliner which was 
called back after takeoff for Los 
Angeles with 45 passengers. 
There were no injuries in today’s 
blast but the $7 million aircraft was 
extensively 
damaged. 
Charles 
Wyre, TWA general manager here, 
said the aircraft was “a great big 
m ess” and that the cost for repairs 
would be “ in the millions." 
Federal authorities said the bomb 
apparently had been planted in a 
restroom at the front of the craft 
near the cockpit. 
Wyre said the 129-passenger plane 
had been searched before it left 
Kennedy Tuesday at 9:05 p.m. EST 
and again after it discharged its 
passengers here 
“The plane was 
thoroughly searched,” he said 


TWA ordered searches of its 250 
planes 
worldwide 
after 
an 
anonymous call led airline officials 
Tuesday morning to a locker at 
Kennedy where they found a note 
warning that unless $2 million in 
ransom was paid bombs would go off 
in four TWA planes at six-hour inter­ 
vals. 


Two 
ground 
crewmen, 
Harry 
Hasbrouck and Willie Smith, said 
they were scheduled to refuel the 
plane 10 minutes later for its flight 
to London at 11 a m EST with stops 
at Kansas City, St. Louis, Cleveland 
and New York. 


The jetliner stood on a parking 
ramp only yards from the terminal. 
The blast almost totally destroyed 
the cockpit, blowing the top and 
sides out and shredding the bottom, 
but the terminal was not damaged

The Van Nuys Democrat's 
program, the first major 
tax reform plan of the 1972 
legislative 
session, 
came 
from a proposal by the

S u p e rv is ors 
Association of California 
Under Moretti’s proposal, 
revenue for the plan would 
come 
from 
one 
cent 
increase in the sales tax, 
boosts in both personal and 
corporation income taxes 
and 
the 
initiation 
of 
a 
statewide telephone users 
tax 
The 
program 
would 
provide $650 in tax relief for 
homeowners. 
$170 
for 
renters, and $600 m general 
relief 
for 
schools 
and 
counties. 
Gov 
Ronald Reagan is 
still 
working 
on 
a 
tax 
reform program, although it 
is not certain that he will 
propose a package this year 
Both the Democratic and 
Republican 
parties 
have 
been working on property 
tax relief plans for the last 
eight years but no major 
programs 
have 
been 
approved. 
Last 
year,

Reagan 
signed

million tax bill establishing

plus an allowance for state 
income tax liability. 
In addition. Moretti, said 
the package includes $600 
million in general property 
tax relief as ‘a rollback in 
overall taxes paid bv all 
typesot taxpayers.”

legislature 
restructures

because of a state Supreme 
Court ruling that said the 
current system relied too 
heavily on local property 
tax. 
Along with increasing the 
sales tax from the current 
five cents to six cents on the 
dollar. Moretti s proposal 
would narrow the personal 
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income tax rate brackets

The big m ystery of all 
growing plants is the hidden 
root system Down there is 
the store house of food and 
energy and there also is the 
great network of hair roots 
which 
are 
the 
food and 
w ater 
searchers. 
Always 
unseen deep in the earth, 
som etim es 
under 
several 
feet of soil, is that most 
im portant part of the tree. 


H ow 
a r e 
th e 
ro o ts 
spreading out’’ Where can a 
stake be driven for support 
without 
dam aging 
some 
im portant anchor root? At 
w hat depth m ust the w ater 
go 
to 
reach 
the 
feeder 
roots? Actually the larger 
ram ifications of the root 
s y s t e m 
a r e 
m e r e l y 
conveyers of the food and 
w ater and they are supports 
for the plant. 


B a r e 
r o o t 
p l a n t i n g 
clarifies m any answ ers to 
the 
questions 
about 
the 
hidden life of the plant. The 
dorm ant 
bare root stock 
displays the naked roots to 
the scrutiny of the buyer. 
He 
selects 
plants 
with 
healthy 
strong 
roots and 
m any feeder roots. And he 
c h o o s e s 
t h e 
e x a c t 
specim ens 
for

shape. He has confidence 
that the bare root stock is 
strong because it grew in 
the broad space of the open 
field.

m o re vigorously. They will 
aw ake

spring 
growth 
without 
transplant 
shock 
and they will grow m ore 
r e a d i l y 
in 
c a r e f u l l y 
prepared and uniform soil. 
The bare root plants will not 
feel the restriction of the 
soil ball which is essential 
to 
the 
transplanting 
of 
container grown m aterials, 
later on in the season. 


Container roses m ay be 
planted at alm ost any tim e 
but the late w inter planting 
of 
top quality bare root 
roses, having three or m ore 
stem s, 
will 
produce 
the 
lovliest 
flowers. 
Before 
planting, bare roots should 
be soaked at least over night 
in w ater. If the w eather is 
treacherous they m ay be 
kept soaking in a protected 
place for seven to ten days. 
But do not delay into spring 
w e a th e r 
w hen 
g r o w t h 
com m ences. 
Select carefully a location 
which will allow for plenty 
of growth space and for 
several hours of morning 


sunshine. Roses prefer open 
space, not near a hot wall 
Check for good drainage and 
not a continually wet area. 
Now give consideration to 
the needs of the roots which 
you can exam ine. Dig the 
hole sufficiently deep and 
wide to let the entire root 
system spread out and have 
room to grow It is a big job 
but very 
im portant to a 
healthy plant. Make the soil 
soft and use conditioners, 
peat moss or com post and 
some barnyard m anure to 
m ake the best possible root 
e n v i r o n m e n t . 
K e ll og g' s 
Gromulch in a mount with 
one half soil is an excellent

other bare root stock a good 
start.

Drive the stake solidly into 
the ground so that the roots 
can be placed around it. 
P re p a re the tree or shrub 
for planting by pruning out 
any broken or crowded m am 
roots. T rim back all limbs 
slightly and rem ove cross 
branches. Som etim es your

possible and tam p out any 
air pockets in the soil base 
Cover and firm down the 
soil 
to 
the 
ground 
level 
m ark visible on the main 
stem . 
Use 
great caution 
that the variety bud on the 
m ain stem of roses is not 
buried. Lim b growth m ust 
not be allowed below the 
bud. In very cold clim ates 
only this bud is covered and 
p ro te c te d 
until 
grow th 
begins. 
Trees, roses and shrubs 
require deep w atering and 
therefore 
need 
a 
broad 
basin to retain w ater until it 
soaks deep. The usual rule is 
that the basin should be as 
wide as the lim bs of the tree 
but for b are root planting 
one is obliged to estim ate a 
y e a r ’s 
grow th 
for 
this 
width. 
The depth of the 
basin should be at least two 
i n c h e s; 
t he 
d ept h 
is 
dependent upon the aridness 
of the area. 
W a t e r 
t h e 
p l a n t 
im m ediately after setting it 
into the ground. Then do not 
w ater until it is alm ost dry 
in order to encourage the 
feeder roots to stretch out 
for water. Then keep the 
plant 
m o ist, 
as 
heavy 
growth of the top develops. 
Do not becom e im patient 
because that plant has been 
through som e heavy sleep 
and some exp ert abuse

An agricultural milestone was passed in 
1971 when the American Farm Bureau 
Federation rang up its two millionth 
member family. This is almost certain to 
have a 
substantial 
influence on 
the 
continuing growth and stability of U.S. 
agriculture in the years to come. 
It is a tribute to the American Farm 
Bureau Federation that it has grown 
steadily 
in 
membership 
during . an 
evolutionary period in agriculture which 
has seen the number of farms decline from 
6.8 million in 1935 to about 2.9 million in 
1971. Moreover, the policies and programs 
of the Farm Bureau have played no small 
part in improving agriculture efficiency so 
that as the number of farmers declined 
food production in the U.S. is now greater 
than it has ever been. The Farm Bureau 
represents — and advocates — basic

Education 
outlays,

of $11.3 billion. Largely on account 
of Social Security advances, the 
category called “ income security" 
has gone from $25.7 billion in fiscal 
1965 to $43.8 billion m fiscal 1970 and 
to a 1973 estimate of $69.7 billion 
If you toss veterans’ benefits into 
the “ human resources" category, as 
Mr Nixon likes to do, you find that 
federal spending for the whole

Orange County is certainly a case 
in point as concerns their 1972 Grand 
Jury appointments. 
One of the appointees this year 
was by a Judge Bruce Sumner

ground. Judge Sum­ 
ner's appointees er- 
tainly had the back­ 
ground, 
but 
the 
District Attorney is

The appointee is an “ investiga­ 
tor" for an Orange County attorney 
whose 
p ractice 
is 
almost 
exclusively 
among 
accused 
narcotics offenders. 
A Grand Jury has the job of 
looking 
into 
all 
branches 
of 
government in a county to make 


sure the machinery is functioning 
well. It also has the job of bringing 
indictments before the courts of 
those they have found may have 
committed major crimes. 
A spokesman for the Orange 
County district attorney now says 
that they can no longer bring 
narcotics cases before the Grand 
Jury for fear word will get back to 
the attorney and the clients will be 
given a chance to skip 
The district attorney has ordered 
his deputies to refrain from making 
presentations before the Grand Jury 
in any narcotics cases, but to 
instead engage in the lengthy and 
costly legal processes which can 
mean a year before a suspect can be 
brought to trial

appointee was given a committee 
assignment to investigate the office

full efficiency.
